I aatiae in your issue of Mareh 
25tb yoo publish a letter written by 
the Bon. Haaiy L. Btone, of your 

city, which is an extract from a 
short history of Montgomery coun- 
ty, prepared by the Hon. Richard 
Baid, formerly of Mt. Sterling, in 

1870. in which he privos a minute 
description of one of the greatest 
and hard-foBgbt battles (^oasidaring 
the number aagaged) that was ever 
fought upon Kentucky soil. lie es- 
pecially uUudes, in a complimentary 
ouumer, to the gallant services per- 
formed by one of the soldiers, nam- 
ed .Jo.seph Proctor, who was the 
last aarvivor of tboae wbo partM- 
pnted ill that great battle, which 
is known in history as Estill's De- 
feat, which took pifice 134 years 
ago. 

T hiid the pleasure, as well as 
the honor, of being personally and 
iatiaMlety aaqaaialad wilb Ifr. 
Proctor, havinpf lived in the same 
town and within 100 yards of him 
for two years, and I met with him 
almost every day. He was a large 
man, six feet hiph, weiphinp iibtPtit 
180 pounds. He was a local Met' 
>dist pt«aabav« baviag bean Mdaki. 

ed by Bishop Francis Asbury (th 
first Methodist bishop ever in Amer- 
ica, who was bom in England, 
August 20, 1746, came to Americi 
in 1771, and died at Fredericks- 
burg, Va., on March 31, 1816, 104 
yeafs ago.) 

My ucquaiiitiinc(> with Mr. Proc- 
tor waa during the last three 
years of his Hfe. His death occur- 
red on December 2, 1844. I attend- 
ed his funeral iind burial. He wti 
buried with military honors ut Ir- 
vine, Ky. A ' eaMpaay of Afty 
milititt flred their truns as his body 
was lowered into the grave.

roes, which was always entertain- 
ing to the people and was a favor- 
ite aakiaet with Mm for i^Hm miM . 

Mr. Proctor, on account of his 
advanced ape, iinpnirrd health nnd 
other infirmities, did not preach 
any during my aeiqnaiataaee with 
hini, hut he never fiiiled to ntfend 
his weekly prayer- meetings and 
Runday-scbool, and occasionally he 
would deliver to each of them elo- 
quent exhortations aad was able ir 
nrnyer; T was aavar amiaaintad with 
n more devoted and conseeratad 
Christian. I am perhaps the only 
man now living who was personally 
iicqaatated with -a aoMHar wbo par- 
ticipated in that bloody conflict, 
which occur, ed 1.'34 years nRo. 

Capt. Estill, with his twenty-five 
BMa, overtook the ladiaaa with a 
similar number nt Hinkston creek, n 
very small stream, not more than 
four or Ave ailas to ila bead. He 
found three of the Indians on the 
west side of the creek engaged in 
skinning a bnCalo, the balance of 
them bad paa at d over to the eppo 
"^ite side of the creek aad were 
taking tlMir rest. Tba tUee In- 
diana on tbe waat side iaaMdialely 
joined their main body on the east 
side, and the firing then com 
SMBced; every man on both sides 
took a tree for protection, se far 

as was possible, with the creek 
between the conflicting sides. When 
the eoattoaed for sona time 
without any apparent result, Lieut. 
Miller, with six soldiers of Estill's 
eonmand, withdrew tmn tiie eom- 
pnny, ostensibly for the purpose of 
crossinfj the creek above and pet- 
ting into the rear of the Indians; 
but i a ih ai, Ihey left for parts an- 

known and never did return. This 
reduced Capt. Estill's fighting 
sitaagth to eighteea agaiaat twaa> 
ty-flve. It is supposed that the 
Ind'ans saapected there had been 
a diviaiOB of Capt. Estill's forces, 
oa aneaaal af slaak iiing, and 
they, therefore, made n charge in 
a body across the creek, most of 
ttaai wiA toauhawis a«l haivaa. 
. All of the real bak:, haad-to-baad 
fighting took place on the west 
bank of tbe creek, the result of 
wUah ia aa ««■ dsa a ri b id by Col. 
Henry L. Stone in his letter which 
yoa pabUshed, and which corres- 
ponds wMi the hialory I hava e( 

it from Joseph Proctor. I will, 
therefore, not allude to it, except to 
say that Capt James Eatttl, who 
was a very small man, came in 
contact with tbe largest Indian 
that belonged to the company, wb(> 
vwM weigh over MO poaads.

battle occurred, but he was unable 
to do so. In 1782, when the battle 
oceanrad, tbe aoaaty was a wilder- 
ness — nothing but timber and cane; 
whereas, nt the time of his visit it 
was all cleared out and in cultiva- 
tioa- and blaegnun. 

I am n native of Morgan county, 
Ky., and was bom in a log cabin 
on a finb npon whi<4 Hasel Green 
was afterward located, on the 15th 
day of .June, 1823. I will, therefore, 
be ninety-three years of age on 
the IBth day of the eoauag June. 
I pontinued to live in Haiel Green 
for fifty-three years, and sinee 
thea I have reaided fat Ml. Staling 
I have lived nader the administra- 
tions of twmty-fonr presidents of 
the United States, commencing with 
James Moaroa, aad iadadiag Wood- 
row Wilson, who will be our next 
president. This includes all the 
presidaata we have hai ahea the 
foriiKition of our government, save 
fourr— Washington, Jefferson, Johq 
Adams aad Xadiaoa. Their politi- 
cal complexion was ga Mows: 
Democrats, twdlve; Republicans, 
ten; Whigs, three; Federalists, two; 
making ttrmtj sarsa Waakiagton 
had no politics, but was president 
of all tbe people of the United 
States.
